What Is commonly meant by “read- 
ing the rlot‘act™ Is better known than 
the origin of the phrase. The historic 
al riot act was passed by the British 
partiament in the relgn of George I. 
iu 1714. It enacts that felony ts com- 
mlited when twelve or more persons 
unlawfally, rlotously ang tumultuous- 
ly assemble together to the disturbance 
of the public peace, so to continue to 
gether fgr’an hour after being com- 
manded. to disperse by the sheriff or 
undersheriff! or a justice orpthe mayor 
of the boroush, 

In the “reading” of the. British riot 
act, which. is a necessary preliminary 
to Its being put into operation, it Is not 
customary to recite the whole of the 
statute, which Is rather a long one, 
but only the. following prockamation, 
which it contains: “Our soverelgn lont 
the king chargeth and commandeth all 
persons being assembled immediately 
to disperse themselves and peaceably 
to depart to their habitations or to 
thelr [awful bes iness upon the pains 
contained fn the act made {fn the frst 
year of Kilog George for preventing 
tumults and riotous assembiies, God 
save the king!"

Led Mutiny—Sailors on Three Gun- 

” boats Incited by Agitatora—Nearly 

All the Mutineers on the Skory 

"Were Killed by Fire From Forts—

St. Petersburg,” Nov. 3.—According 
to the official’ report of the recent 
mutinous outbreak of sailors at Viadi- 
vostock, the crews of the torpedo boat 


destroyers, the Skory, Serdity and 
Trevotshny. mutinied, hoisted the red 
flag and’ shelled the port, doing con- 
siderable damage to various buildings 
and killing some soldiers and civi- 
lians. The Skory, on which were 
three revolutionary agitators, includ- 
ing one woman, took the lead in the 
mutiny, the crew rising at the in- 
stante of the agitators, killing tho 
commandtr of the boat and wound- 
ing. the officers, who were overpower- 
ed and ‘confined below decks. The 
fire of the rebellious torpedo boat de- 
stroyers was answered by the batter- 
fes ashore, and from the gunboat 
Mandjour and the to: lo boat de- 
stroyers Grosovoy, Smcly and others. 
They surrounded the Skory and pour- 
ed a raking fire into her, which bat- 
tered her to pieces, exploded her two 
boilers, and caused fire to break out 
o2 board. Nearly all the mutineers 
on the ves- 
sel, The three or four survivors threw 
themselves into the sca. 

The mutiny on board the Trevol- 
shny was — by her own frew, 
after six of the‘ mutineers had | been 
killed and six wounded.

I never cross 
the Brooklyn ferry but I try to min- 
gle with the other passengers and 
have them’ tell me about themselves. 


Books have a part in the great intel- { 


lectual uplifting of mankind, but no 
true public 'teacher can do his full 
duty unless, for a time at least, ho 
takes off his priestly robes and min- 
gles with men.” ° 

One of the reasons why the author 
of my text takes such a deep hold 
upon all our human sympathies is be- 
cause he gathers most of his informa- 
fion from living men. You cannot 
imagine Peter as n bookworm. You 
eannot.think of him as a gowned and 
capped graduate of some classical uni- 
versity. You cannot think of him as 
a hermit or a cloistered recluse. Pe- 
ter was essentially a man of affairs, 2 
man among men. When he came to a 
town or village I do not belicve he 
sought the retirement of his room, 
where he could read and rest, but with 
that intense energy of his he used to 
#2 to the place where the people were 
gathered. There he would talk and 
draw them out. After awhile he would 
get them telling him the innermost 
secrets of their hearts. Then when he 
was thrown among the wealthier 
classes, as he surely must have been 
at times, he dropped the fathom line 
into the depths of their hearts as well. 
And if I were to send-a warning to 
my brother ministers I would make 
this blunt statement: If the Christian 
pulpit is making any mistake to-day, 
it is that some of the ministers are 
becoming so dignified that they are not 
willing to take. off their black clothes 
and don tweed suits and wander about 
in their vacations incognito among 
all classes of people. The true preach- 
er must’ get acquainted with living 
men or else he cannot be a helpful 
‘messenger of Christ. 

Now, after Peter, the rough, uncut 
diamond among the apostles, had 
spent so much of his life among all 
clases of people he sums up his ex- 
perience in one general law.

Aa 
there are so many people who in the

The Bump of Locality. 

In the early spring of each year, the 
Swan Masters take a preliminary trip

Thus, when later in the “year the 
marking is to be done, they have with 
them. a: list of the numbers of birds 
which: they may expect to find in 
each stretch of water. between locks. 
For the Thames swan, having had its 
wings clipped when young, cannot fly 
as wild swans frequently do, and does 
not ss a rule leave its own part of the 
river. They generally nest, year 
after year, at the same ‘spot, and 
come to regard the particular reach 
which they frequent’ as their own 
exclusive property, driving away any 
fresh-comer who may, by chance, 
have wandered there. After the lapse 
of the first season, when their own 
eygnets have assumed the white plu- 


mage of the adult bird/even they are, 


looked on as introders™by their pro- 
genitors, who will force them to scek 
fresh quarters for themselves. 
Enforced Distribution. 
Sometimes & redistribution may have 
to be made by the swan-keepers. 
When a bird is found which is obvi- 
ously one too many in one part‘of the 
river, they will carry it in their boat 
through the next lock and. leave it 


where the struggle for life is not’ sov 


keen. If this were not done, it ia 
quite possible that a bird might be 
starved to death, so jealous of inten- 
sion and so determined to prevent any 
newcomer from obtaining food are the 
original swans of the district. In 
ancient times, says the writer, the 
rearing of swans in all parts of the 
country seems to have been much 
more general than it is at the present 
day, the office of swanherd being ap- 
parently as indispensable to the com- 
plete. establishment of na nobleman’s 
houschold as that of cowherd or shep- 
herd.

Sedition Still Rife In India—Calcutta, 
Much Excited. 


“Extraordinary scenes occurred in 
the Calcutta Police Court recently. 

A large mob of students who had 
deserted their classes in‘ ¢pite of the. 
protests @ the teachers gathered in: 
the halls and corridors to r scm’. 
tence en two national volun- 
teers who were arrested for assault ~ 
ing the police at a boycott anniver-" 
sary celebration. A 

The student created such a disturb-. 
ance, shouting “Bande Materam’. 
(Hail Motherland !), and spitting and 
jostling that the police proceeded to 
clear the court. Many of the stu- 
dents retaliated, “und scuffles took 
place. 

The mob was finally driven head- 
dong into the street. Here further 
opposition was shown. Finally mount- 
ed police charged the mob. 

Even then the students fought with 
fists and teeth. The determination! 
shown by the students was very strik-, 
ing, considering the accepted idea that’ 
the Bengalis have no courage. ° 

Later on further excitement. was 
caused by the appearance of Befiri 
Fal, the extremist leader, in the wit- 
ness box in the sedition case against - 
the Bande.

LONDON MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 
e os 

General Defeat of the Socialist Can- 

6 didates—Three Women Elected. 

London, Nov. 4.—Municipal elec- 
tiona were held on Saturday in Eng- 
land and Wales. They were note- 
worthy for the almost general defeat 
of the Socialista and other candidates 
of advanced views and for an equally 
pronounced triuinph for the Conser- 
vatives. Formerly municipal contests 
here were invariably fought out on 
political lines, but have been leas so 
in recent years.. On this occasion, 
however, they seem to have reverted 
t> the earlier conditions, mainly ow- 
ing to the energetic appeal-of the 
Socialiste to the electors. 

There were probably a thousand So- 
cialist and advanced Labor candidates 
seeking election in the various con- 
stituencies, but only ageere handful 
were succyssiul, theipAlefeat'in most 
instances, being crushing. ‘The strong 
organized opposition to the Socialiats 
was probably answerable for a large 
proportiow of the Conservative mie 











which completely overwhelm those of 
the Liberals and all other parties, but 
the results can also be taken as an 
indication of the continued dissatis- 
faction with the present Liberal'Gov- 
ernment, . 

Another feature of the campaign 
was that women were eligible for the 
first time to seek election in the muni- 
cipal council. Seventeen entered the 
field, a majority of whom advocated 
an advanced program. Only three of 
them were clected.

E. Pascoe, a Bendigo buyer, at 
his own risk, in accordance with a 
practice that has become common 
when people have been too late to de 
pou their valuables in the ordinary 
s. Senior Constable Barelay, the 
resident police officer in charge of 
the place, went to the safe for some 
papers at 16 o'clock in the evening. 
and the gold then lay where he had 
put it. He went back at 10.30 in the 
morning, and it was gone. The most 
curious point is that the safe has 
been opened with a key, and that the 
only available key was in the vest 
which Constable Barclay had hung 
on the end. of his bed when he retired 
to fest. This key was in the pocket 
in the morning, and the supposition, 
therefore, is that the robber must have, 
entered. the bedroom and rifled the 
vest, and then, when he had finished 





his dishonest work, crept back and 


returned the key to where he had 
found it. A constable on night duty 
was in the office almost throughout 
the night, only leaving for a few min- 
utes on three occasions to accompany 
a senior officer through the Mint, and 
then he locked the outer door until 
he returned. Marks were found on 
one of the windows, which suggested 
that the burglars had either entered 
in that way, or had passed the gold 
through, but the window ‘faces into 
William street, through which péople 
are passing at all hours of the night. 
No trace of the culprit has been found.

In the more ex d sections 
the city hardly a householder 
escaped some damage to hja propery. 
Hundreds of trees and fences were 
found strewn along the sidewalks and 
streets yesterday morning. Dozens of 
outbuildings were razed to the ground, 
while through the business section 
countless signs were blown down #cd 
swept off for blocks by the hurricane. 

The Quebce Railway, Light & Pow- 
er Co: has suffered severely. Tho wires 
and poles leading to the Montmor- 
ency Falls have been carried away. 
Ta consequence, there’was no electric 
pcwer through the city up to noon 
yesterday. The strect cars have not, 


-run since Wednesday night, and all 


industries operated by 2 dynamo are 
at a standstill. The Quebee Chron- 
icle Was not printed until shortly af- 
ter noon yesterday owing to lack of 
power. , 

In. thesport of Quebec the damage 
is considerable. The pontoon of the’ 
Quebee and Levis Ferry Co, was swept 
from its moorings and being carried 
across the river, crashed into the pon- 
toon and sheds of the St. Lawrence 
Navigation Co., ¢ompletely wrecking 
both. The damtage here is in the vi- 
cinfity of $15.00. The Government 
steamer Druid was struck by, another 
floating pontoon and slightly damag- 
ed, and it in turn struck the steamer 
Canadien, which also suffered some 
injury, while the Government steam 
launch was swamped. — . 

"Dozens of bares are high and dry 
along the Beauport Flats and as the 
waters have subsided they will have 
to remain in their present positions 
until the high tides next. spring. 

One schooner, laden with potatocs 
for the Beauport Asylum, awas carrie 
completely over the track of the Q. R.

“WAS CANADA ROBBED? 


Russian Deoltares His Country Stole 
Alaska by Forged Documents. 


Leo Nabokoff, a friend of Count Leo 
Tolstoi, who is armed with a mission 
from his chief to the wandering Douk- 
hobors, is in Winniper, and has open- 
ed an office there. Mr. Nabokoff has 
unearthed some ancient Russian do- 
cuments: in Alaska: which materially 
affect Canada’s position on the Alas- 
kn boundary questions and showing 
how Russia forged evidences of carly 
occupation of the Pacific coast. Mr. 
Nabokoff formerly resided at Sitka, 
Alaska, where he was at the time of 
the transfer of that territory from 
Russia to the United States. Later 
Mr. Nabokoff. was sent by his Gov- 
emment to Sitka to pet in order the 
archives kept by the Russian authori- 
ties, which they had ‘pot taken the 
trouble to remove. “In doing this work 
he found there some very interest- 
ing documenta. “These were kept in 
old Russian. which is not generally 
undorstood by those who know that 
language, but which he had studied. 
Some transactions, which he has_re- 
cently forwarded to the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, have a most import. 
ant bearing on the Canadian bound- 
ary question, and if they had come to 
light at the time of the conference in 
London would have ‘affected decisions 
as to the marking of the Canadian 
frontier most materially. The purport 
of the records is that Russia stole 
the whole of the Pacific coast, and se- 
erctly buried tablets. to be dug up’ in 
proof of its claims to prior discovery.

“Special or national 
dishes,” he says, “should be avoided 
because In order to appreciate them 
one must be accustomed to them. We 
always form an Idea as to what these 
dishes should taste like, and our first 
experience with them is always dis- 
appolating. If you must eat these na- 
tional products of the kitchen, order 
them In the best hotels or at the first 
class restaurants, for there they are 
Ideallzed by careful preparation and 
superior ingredicnts.” ‘The writer gives 
special warning against the dishes with 
queer names which are served In Aus- 
tria and advises -tourists. to ask what 
these preparations.are before ordering 
and eating them. As an example he 
quotes “Hungarian partridge,” which 
may be found on nearly all’ bills of 
fare. This is really a dish made of 
pork “leavings”—namely, ears, tails, 
muzzles, ete, “and ag little like the 
name as the Englishman's cheese prep- 
aration fs Hke a Welsh rabbit.”

LANDS-GARGO OF GOLD 





Cunarder Lusitania Clinches Hold 
on Blue Ribbon. 


Weather Was Unfavorable—But She 
Clips One Hour and Twelve Min- 
utes Off Previous Record — Also 
Makes Best Day’s Run—Machincry 

Worked Well—Had Nearly $12,000,- 
000 on Board. 


New York, Noy. 9.—The marvelous 
record established less than a month 
ago by the giant turbine Cunarder 
Lusitania, when she cut several hours 
from the passage time across the At- 
lantic, already has been broken. But 
the Lusitania still retains the title of 
Queen of the Seas, as it.was she her- 
self that established tne new low 
mark, and incidentally she added sev- 
eral new records to her credit. These 
include, the best single days’ run— 
613 knots, made on Nov. G—an aver- 
age of more than 600 knots for every 
full day, and an av page hourly s 
of 24.25 knots for-the full 2,781 miles. 

The best previous record for’ tHe 
westward passage across the ocean 
was made by the Lusitania on her 
last voyage when she covered the dis- 
tance in four days, nineteen hours and 
‘fifty-two minutes. The voyage ended” 
yesterday over the same course, and 
was completed in four days eighteen 
hours and forty minutes, thus clip-” 
ping one hour and twelve minutes 
from the previous low mark. And this 
was (done in the face of conditions 
none too favorable. From the start 
the weafier was stofmy, and on the 
lnst two days, when the big steamer 
vas on the home stretch, where the 
rreatest burst of speed might have 
been expected, she drove straight in- 
to the tecth of a strong wind, hish 
confusing seas, and occasional sharp 
squalls. ~The day’s runs were 21, 616, 
618, G10 and S10 knots. 

In the Lusitania’s big vaults was 
stored nearly $12,000,000 in gold en- 
goged abroad by American bankers 
since the present movement began.

Desjardins Canal Tragedy. 
For many years the, horror of the 
Desjardins Capal tragedy of 1856 lin- 
fered in the public mind, and this 
calamity still ranksgwith the most 
rrible of Cgnadian railroad disas- 
‘rs. Seventy lives were lost by a 
train from Toronto to Hamilton plung- 
ing through an open drawbridge. 
Eight years later ninety people were 
killed at Belocil, Quebec, where the 
bridge had. been drawn aside for the 
passage of some boats, just at the 
moment a train dashed up to. the 

p. In 1856, as recalled by. The 

ontreal Gazette, the boiler of a ferry- 
boat plying between Montreal and 
Longueuil exploded, killing: thirty-five 
pervons and {injuring many more. 

Another heartrending tragedy was 
the destruction of the steamboat 
Mentreal. | 

In 1893 ‘occurred the Cornwall 
bridge disaster, bich hred-some fea- 
tures in eom with the Quebec 
tragedy, although the logs of life was 
not so great. 

An accident for which it would be 
tore difficult to hold human negli- 
gence responsible than in the cases 
mentioned was the breaking away of 
a large portion of the Citadel rock - 
at Quebec, some cighteen years ago. | 
September: rains had loosened the 
earth about the mass of rock, and 
without a moment's warning it broke 
away, and rolled dqwm the declivity, 
overwhelming the houses in its path, 
and crushing to death forty persons. 
The Mimico train disaster was much 
nearer home, and made an inefface- 
able mark on the minds of the thou- 
sands of Toronty people who remem- 
bered it. 

Montreal School Horror. - 
There was also the terrible Queen's

Their inability to raise money in the 
manner they hoped compelled them 
to adopt other means, leading to their 
undoing. In the baggage taken with 
the men were found Papers, railway 
guides and other evidence showing 
they had cone to the Soo directly 
{rom Medicine Hat, from which place 
letters to the Sco were mailed, 

The strongest evidence against tlie 
mech, and which the police hope -will 
connect them directly with the crime 
was the discovery of handwriting iden. 
tical with that contained in the Black 
Hand letters, -. 

The men are desperate characters. 
Grips containing Tevolvers..aund ame 
munition, “knives, ete., were found. 
Revolvers were found’ on the. men 
when arrested, and tho first mag at 
tempted to use one. 

he first arrest was made in the 
Store of H. Megginson, where the man 
resented a check in favor of H. Chand- 
er, and purporting to be signed by 
the Paymaster of the Lake Superior 
Corporation. Megginson saw the check 
Was a forgery, and the man was in- 
neces to zemaist in hee ene while 
€gginson went for change. _ Meggin- 
son got Chief of Police Downey and 
effected the arrest. The man attempt- 
¢d to draw a revolver, but was pre- 
vented. When taken to jail and 
searched, several saws were found 
sewed into the waistband of the, 
trousers, and three other worthless 
checks were in his pocket. 

It was learned that the man had a 
companion, and the first prisoner, givy- 
ing the name of H. Smith, said he 
could be found at the Queen’s Hotel, 
where the baggage also was. The 
place was visited, and when the man 
came for the arin he: was arrested. 
Saws and a revolver were found on 
him. He gave the name of Howard. 

Papers found on the men showed

Isthmian Canal Report. 


Washington, - Nov. 11.—Advance 

sheets from the annual report of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission have 
been received in Washington, giving 
statistical information of the appro- 
priations and expenditures on account 
of canal construction up to July 1, of 
this year. 
It is shown that $79,608,563 has been 
appropriated for canal construction, 
and that of this amount $48,295,110 
was expended up to the close of the 
last fiscal year.

VII.’s birthday was brought to” 
a fitting close at the inaugutal’ ban- 
uet of the new Lord Mayor of Lon- 
ion, Sir John C. Bell, at Guildhall, 
Saturday night. For the first time 
since the brief regime of Lord Rose- 
bery, in thé early 90's, the former 
Liberal* Prime Minister occupied the 
post of honor. The Premier, Sir H. 
Campbell-Bannerman, who last year 
was unable to attend the lord mayor’s 
banquet owing to tha death of his 
wife, was in hia place and delivered 
the principal speech of the evening in 
reply to the toast of His Majesty's 
Ministers. 


Departing {rom the usual rule, the 
Premier referred int his opening re- 
marks to domestic affairs, and _espe- 
cially’ congratulating David Lloyd- 
George, President of the Board of. 
Trade, on the settlement of the dis- 
pute between the railways arid their 
employes. iolenins on igreign af- 
fairs, Sir Henry, said that the results 
obtained at the recent Hague Peace 
Conference had not ‘come up to his

‘The Hague Conference, declared the 
Premier, was a plant of slow growth, 
ut ene*in which he had great con- 
dence, and he believed the day would 
come when there would be a cessa- 
tion in the mad race for armaments 
which now was the scourge of our 
common civilizatior.

Sir John A. Fisher, senior Naval 
Lord of the Amis in replying to 
recent attacks upoh the navy, pointed 
‘out that in the recent: North Sea 
manoeuvres there were gathered 26 of 
the finest battleships in the world 
and 26 cruisers, many of which were 
superior to any foreign battleship, and 
even this great fleet represented only 
a fraction of Great Britain’s naval 
power. Besides, he said, the gunnery 
and general eflicien¢gy of the Engiish 
fleet surpassed all records and was a 
matter of wonder and admiration. 
“The object of the Admiralty,” said 
Sir John, “has been one of instant 
readiness, and we have got it. Don’t 
be disturbed by the bogie of invasion. 
One might as well talk of embarking 
St. Paul's Cathedral on a penny steam- 
‘er as embarking 100,000 German sol- 
diers to invade England.” 

In conclusion Sir John declares 
that the fleet in the number of fight- 
ing ships and in general capacity was 
never so satisfactory as at the pres- 
ent time. ;

Was Meking Arrest In Detroit Ten- 
derloin District. 

St. Thomas, Nov. 13.—Mr. Edward

Report of Royal Commission on Con- 
gestion In Emerald Isle. 
New York, Nov. 18—The Herald 
has received the following cable de- 
spatch from London: Tue Government 
has just issued the voluminous evi- 
dence taken before the Royal Com- 
mission on the congestion in Ireland, 
and many are the gloomy and dismal 
phases of life in the Emerald Isle 
whieh can be picked out of its pages. 
» Rev. Thomas McAnran, a ish 
priest of “Killinaga, County. Cavan, 
supplies one which is typical of many. 
He says that as soon as the youth of 
the country aré able to provide for 
themselves they fly off to America, 
s tea’ the aged and the young 
children to look after the homes, with 
the result that the lands are not tilled 
as much as they should be, the chil- 
ren are not sent to school, and all 
depend for support on the credit given 
by the local shopkeepers, waiting for 
the American dollar. 

The farther result is they become 
loaded with debt, and if the shop- 
keepers refuse them credit there is 
nothing before them but an emigrant

\Hall bought some Paris green with 
which to exterminate some squirrels 
that were doing mischief about his 
house. He was engdged mixing the 
poison with water when he was at- 
tacked with an epileptic fit. It 
pears that he is subject to this terrible 
malady and is in the habit of taking 
a,drink of water when it comes on if 
water is available. He seized the 
Paris green mixture, and evidently 
thinking it to be water, drank it. He 
was immediately taken with violent 
pains. A doctor was summoned. A 
stomach pump was used and after 
great labor he was brought around.

of the Octoberists. 

The text of the address of the 
fouse to the Emperor as drafted by 
aw Octobcrist coshmittee has been 
approved by the Conservatives. It 
declares it to be the intention of Par- 
iament to carry out the principles 
of the October manifesto, considering 
this to be the Emperor's will, and 
expresses the hope that it finally will 
abolish anarchy and give the Gov- 
ernment an opportunity to make 
progress along the path of reform, 
to aid in the economic development 
of the country, and to grant further 
civil liberties. 

Finally, the address says that the 
House will firat devote ilsel{ to en- 
deavoring to bring sbout a rapproch- 
ment betwéen the Emperor and the 
people, and hopes the House will mer- 
it the confidences of both. 

The Constitutional Democrats do 
not cbject to the wording of the -ad- 
dress, and probably it will be adopted 
without dissent.

“Department Stores. 

The fixed charges of a department 
store must cover the loss of breakage 
and general destruction, the failure 
of goods to sell and theft. The cheap- 
er stores suffer more seriously from 
thieving than the higher priced ones 
because their employees are less trust- 
worthy. For years the proprictors es- 
timated that their theft losses” were 
due half to thelr dishonest employecs 
and half to outsklers, but not one of 
them would venture fo estimate the 
total. There Is a curious standard of 
ethics among some of the employees. 
They do not regard taking articles for 
thelr own use. as theft, whereas to 





Almost never are these gullty ones 
prosecuted, even if they ‘are detected 
and the proof is conclusive. They aro 
discharged, of course, and notices are 
posted In the dressing room explaining 
the reason, But when an employee 
steals goods to sell'and is caught ar- 
rest follows. 2 

Professional shoplifters have been 
largely eliminated owing to systematic 
prosecution. By far the greatest num- 
ber of thefts committed by outsiders 
are traced to women, usually reputable, 
who ysiekd toa sudden temptation. - Incl- 
dentally the newspapers never name a 
store in which a person Is arrested for 
shoplifting for the simple reason that 
it would frighten away customers. A’

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John Boyd Found Guilty of Wilful 
Murder at Toronto. : 





To Be Hanged on Jandary Sth—Jury’s 
Recommendation to Mercy | Set 
Aside by Justice McMahon—Judge 
Told Prisoner It Was Most Cruel 

* Murder He Had Ever Heard Of— 
Prisoner Was Cool. 


Toronto, Nov. 22—John ‘Boyd was 
yesterday sentenced by Justice Mac 


Mahon “to be hanged by the neck 


until déad” in the jail yard on Jan. 
8 next for the murder by shooting of 
Edward Wandle on June 11 last. 
Boyd showed no signs of emotion. 

The ‘judge in his charge to the 
jury emphasized that there had been 
no justification for the shooting. 
Wandle was master in his own house 
and had the right to refuse Boyd per- 
mission to go to the kitchen. 

“If,” said the judge, “in your opin- 
fon Boyd went to Wandle’s premiscs 
with the intention of killing him, or 
ol doing him pecs bodily hann, 
then you must find him guilty of mur- 
der, and it is your duty to bring in a 
verdict to that effect. It is only in 
the event, of you believing what the 
prisoner says when he swears that he 
was attacked Wandle, and that he 
fired in self-defence, that a verdict of 
manslaughter will be justifiable.” 

The jury, after one and one-half 
hours deliberation, rendered their ver- 
dict of guilty, with a recommendation 
to mercy, but on what grounds Judge 
MacMahon could not determine. 
“For,” he said, “in all my experience 
of twenty years on the bench I have 
never heard of a more cruel or more 
premeditated murder.”’ 

Addressing the prisoner, he said: 
“Boyd, a higher-tlaw than human has 
said: “Who sheds man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood he shed.’ + 

‘“Did you give your poor victim 
one moment in which to supplicate 
the Almighty to have mercy on his 
soul? 

“The law is more merciful than you 
were. I give you a long delay in 
which to make your peace with 
Heaven, and I advise you to: use 
every moment between that time and 
the day I shalf set for your execu- 
tion in seeking parden from God.”

Head 
winds and heavy cross seas baffled 
her, but she won the right to one 
blue ribbon. On Thursday, Nov. 21, 
Captain Pritchard drove the huge 
ship 624 knots (677 miles), thanks to a 
shift in the wind to the north-north- 
east, which is six knots better than 
the best day’s run of the Lusitania, 
and leeds all marine records. 

The Mauretania left Queenstown 
Nov. 17 at 12 a. m. and arrived at 
quarahtine, New York, at 3.54 p. m. 
Novy. 22. Her runs were: First day 
(ene hour’s run), 30 knots;* second 
day (noon to noon), 571; third day, 
464, fourth day, 563; fifth day, 624; 
sixth day, 523.

RARE HALF DOLLARS. 


Good Specimens of Those Dated weg 
and 1797 Are Vsluable. 

The half dollar fs one of the mos: 
plentiful of all the series of Unite’ 
States colns, having been Lssued rezu- 
larly each year with but fire excep- 
tions since the colnage of the dencin- 
ination -frst bezan In 1994. These 
exceptions were the years 1798, 1700. 
1800, 1850S and 181¢. 

This is the reason why so few of 
them are rare nowadays and that. 
many specimens of the early dates are 
to be had for Mttle more than face 
value In 2 condition that would indi- 
cate they were only a year or two 
old, Instead of datlug back nearly a 
hundred years, as many do. : 

Altogether there hare been ‘fssucd 
235 varieties of the balf dollar, and all 
of the branch mints have struck coins 
in this denomination, except these of 
Dahlonega, Ga.. and Charlotte, N. C.. 
which were authorized to strike only 
sold coins, 

The very rare half dollars are those 
dated 1796 and 1707.* Of those of 176 
sthere are two varieties, one with fit- 
. teen stars on the obverse arcund the 
bust of Liberty, the other with sixteen 
stars. Each of there two. varictic® 
has brought over $100 when !n per- 
fect conditfon. % 

The 1797 half dollar ts the next 
rarest, and a very fine specimen of 
this coln has brought as much as $129, 
The next mrest Is the IMS half dollar 
struck .at New Orleans, with the mint 
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letter “O” ander the bust. This coin 
is worth from $30 to $75. Another 


rare half dollar was struck at the 
San Francisco mint In ISCO. - This 
colin omits the motto of “In God We 
Trust,” which Is Lorne by all the other 
varictles of the year, and {s valued 
at S4.—EWer Morthiy.

Diccovered Blaze and Saved Lives of Two Servants

New York, Nov. 25.—A strange 
double tragedy which for a time baf- 
fled solution, happened in this vicin- 
ity early Saturday, when Nicholas 
Smith, a wealthy New York manu. 
facturer, was shot and killed by his 
bride of six months, Mrs. Grace Van 
See Smith, who then killed her- 
self,

MARTIAL LAW PREVAILS. 





Portugal Almost In State cf Revolu- 
tion—Army and Navy Affected, 

Lisbon, Nov. 25.—The city of Lis- 
ben is now practically under martial 
law. Detachments of police and muni- 
cipal guards are constantly patrol- 
ling the streets, Sut no violent  in- 
cidents have occurred. The censor 
ship over telegresshic despatches is 
most strict and the post officials n- 
fusegto accept letters which do not 
contain the address of the senders on 
the envelopes. 

Much dissatisfaction¥s_ reported 
among the officers of thd Portuguese 
army. Three generals are known to 
have been relieved of their commands 
and, according to report, some 200 
political prisoners have been plac 4 
on board’ a cruiser which left tois 
port immediately afterwards.  An- 
other version of the rumor is that 
the officers of the cruiser are dis- 
affected. Rebellion is said to be 
rampant in the navy. A decree is 
published in the oficial Government 
organ proclaiming an extension of the 
period of restraint governing the lib 
erty of the press. 

An official statement by the Gov- 
ernment organ declafes that the sit- 
uation in Vortugal has been grossly 
misrepresented. It says the fantastic 
rumors concerning members of the 
royal family, the attitude of the pol! 
tical leaders, as well as the storigs 
of an outbreak against order are 
without foundation, .

necuracy and durability. Nature does 
not furnish any single metal or min- 
eral which exactly answers the re- 
quirements for a standard of measure 
or welght that shall be as nearly as 
possible unalterable. $ 

The best substance yet prodaced for 
this purpose is an alloy of 00 per cent 
of platinom with 10 per cent of iridi- 
um. This is called Iridlo platinum and 
is the substance of which the metric 
standards prepared by the Internation- 
al committee on weights and measures 
is composed. It is hard, is less affected 
by heat than any pure metal, is prac- 
Ucally nonoxidizable and can be finely 
engrared. In fact, the Hnes on the 
standard meters are hardly visible to 
the naked eye, yet they are smooth, 
sharp and accurnte.

I Jearned all this while traveling from 
London to New York as an ordinary 
emigrant, says 2 British writer. 
~ The ship I crossed In carried between 
600 and 700 third class passengers. As 
we boar her ‘In single file the ship's 
doctor dexterously turned our cyelids 
inside out to see whether we were In 
good health, Then came a long wait. 
the children crying pitifully and the 
women too tired to hush them, until at 
last we again passed In single Ole be- 
fore the ship's officers. Then our tick- 
ets were taken, and we were at liberty 
to go to our cabins, 

Soon after the bell was rung for din- 
ner, followed by the arrival of the sec- 
ond and first class passengers, and at 
4p. m. we sailed away. 

The food on boanl was plentiful and 
excellent of its kind. For breakfast. 

*which was served at 7 a. m., w2 had 
tea and coffee. porridge and milk, a 
meat stew or fish, bread, batter—gen- 
erally fresh—and jam and marmalade. 
At 1030 beef tea could be had ‘for the 
asking. For dinner, at 12 m., there 
were soup, meat with two vegetables, 
a milk pudding with some stewed 
fruit, nnd every other day a couple of 
oranges or apples each. For tea, at 
5 o'clock, we had some kind of meat 
stew or sausages, potatoes, milk pud- 
ding with stewed frult, bread.-batter. 
cheese and tea. At 7 o'clock grucl was 
served and biscults and cheese placed 
on the table. 

Clean white tableclotagY were Ipld 
for every meal, which, what with th 
roiling of the ship and the bables— 
who mostly ate, unreproved, with their 
bands—were absolutely necessary. The 
stewnrds—some sixteen In number— 
hed clean Hnen jackets and uprons 
twice a day, and the cabins and pas- 
sages were cleaned out and washed 
dowp twee a day. 

It was the sight of my berth which 
fave me my first shock. Thad read io 
the regulitions that a bed and bed- 
ding were supplicd, and I had pictured 
linen sheets and feather pliilows, 1 
found a hay inattress and pillow in a 
clean Unen overall, a gray woolen 
Dinnket—and that was all. The hay is 
)taken out end burnt at the end of 
each vorage. 

The washing accommodations were 
perhaps the worst Inconvenlence. 
There waa one ‘large room, with rows 
of basins all round St. 
of fact very few of the passengers 
really minded. I was told that one 
ine had once fitted up a bathroom In 
the steerage quarters of a vessel, but 
the bath had rusted away long before 
it was used. Steernge passengers also 
never want toxurdress, Not even the 
children are put to bed properly. There 
was ore Iittle chap of three In the 
cabin next to mine whose boots were 
not taken of frow the day he left Eng- 
Innd to the day he landed in New 
York. 

it was a particularly. rough crossing 
for the time of year. Nearly. every- 
tody was Ill, Including the stewards, 
nnd the chaos ghat relgned for one day 
and n olght was Indescribable. Men, 
women and children simply Jay under, 
the hatehway Jn bunches, and when 
the ship rolled to one side they rolled, 
too, aud when she lurched forward 
they rolled forward. 

Perhaps It was because of the rough 
sea that the doctor became so popular.

He discovered Thadium, an 
element, in 1661, and invented the 
radiometer in 1874.

After the noon adjournme

JOSS STICKS. 


The Process of Their Preparation Still 
Practicaliy Unknown, 

In all countries where Baddhist wor- 
ship is celebrated there Is a great con- 
sumption of “Josy sticks.” These cere. 
monial cabdles are lghted on s 
sions of festivity or mourning, prayer 
or thanksgiving to divinities, and the 
lite. Joss sticks are at once candles 
und Incense, since, like the latter, they 
burn without apparent dame, Their 
preparation ls shrouded In some mys- 
tery, and the process fs still practically 
unknown, those who carry It on belng 
chosen from a special class and kept 
In rigorous seclusion. 
A squared strip of bamboo, of vary- 
ing length and thickness, according to 
the size of the joss stick that is to be 
tade, fs skillfully rolled on an inclined 
surface In -a mixture of odoriferous 
powders agglutinated by resin, made 
viscous by slight elevation of temper- 
atare, One of the ends fs left as it Is, 
to serre’as a handle. In some cases 
the bamboo fs replaced with'a flexible 
tod, which enables the joss stick to be 
rolled in spiral form. 
The composition of the odoriferous 
powders’ varices with the country. 
Thore used In Indo-China come gen- 
erally from the province of Canton 
and include fourteen drug, among 
which may be named camphor, san- 
saiwood, nconite end clove. Aconite 
playa the part of 2 preservative nna 
Protects the foss sticks well arainst the 
attacks of rats and mice.

New York, Nov. 26.—Thirteen per- 
sons lost their lives and several oth- 
ers were injured early yesterday in a 
tenement house fire at 109th strect 
and Second avenue. All the dead 
were Italians. Seven of the thirteen 
were children. The bodies were found 
huddled «together in rooms on the 
top floor of the four-storey building 
where the terror-stricken people had 
"been driven by the flames which 
rushed up from the lower floors. 
They had been caught and swept 
down to death before they succeeded 
in reaching windows which led to 
the fire escapes and safety. Some 
had been enveloped in the flames 

burned alive. Others, overcome 
by smoke, were spared the agonies 
of death in the flames. 

That the fatal fire was the work of 
incendiaries. who sought revenge is 
the, opinion of the police and firemen” 
who made the first hasty examination. 
Three weeks ago, three Italians were 
caught in the act of attempting to 
rob a safe in the saloon of Guiseppe 
Cadano on the ground floor. 

The safe contained over $3,000, 
which the saloonkeeper and friends 
had withdrawn from banks during 
the money panic. The would-be rob- 
bers were arrested and are now await- 
ing trial. The fire of yesterday start- 
ed in Cudano’s saloon, and the po- 
licy_believe that it may have been 
the work of friends of the prisoners 
who took this means of squaring the 
account with the saloonkeeper.

German Budget Has Increased by

Berlin, Nov. 27.—The Prussian Diet 
opened yesterday in the White Hall 
ol the palace. Prince Von Buelow, 
the Imperial Chancellor, in the Em- 
péror’s absence, read the speech from 
the throne, during which he declar- 
ed that the growth of permanent ex- 

nditures hac oe the budget 

y over $23, 

The Chancellery said that a de ficit 
is expected in the current year owinr 
to the increased expenses in the rail- 
road administration and’ that the 
Government would have to resort to 
a loan for extending the railroad sys- 
tem, the building of new roads, dou- 
ble-tracking of old lines and for the 
buying of additional rolling stock. 

The speech foreshadows a bill au- 
thorizing the Government to acquire 
Polish estates by condemnagon pro- 
ceedings under the law of eminént 
domain. This measure, which was 
actively discussed some months ago, 
is expected to re-open the agitation 
over the Polish mae in an acute 
form. The Government's Riviect has 
been criticized by even the leading 
Conservative organs. 

The specch from the throne ex- 
presses the Government's conviction 
that both Houses of the Dict will give 
active co-operation in the settling of 
this “grave national question.”’

Primarily for the convenlence of the 
Fallroad a standard of time was es- 
tablished by mutual agreement In 1883, 
by which trains are run and local time 
regulated. According to this system 
the United States extending from G 
degrees to 125 dezrees west longitude 
is divided Into four time sections, each 
of 13 degrees of longitude, _ exactly 
equiralent to one hour, The first (cast- 
ern) section includes all territory be- 
tween the Atlantic const and an ir- 
regular line drawn from Detroit to 
Charleston, S. C.. the latter being its 
most southern point. The second (cen- 
tral section Includes all the territory 
between the last named line and an 
irregular Hne from: Bismarck, N. D, to 
thé mouth of the Rio Grande. “ The 
third (mountain) sectioh Includes all 
territory between the last named line 
and nearly the western borders of Ida- 
bo, Utah and Arizona. The fourth (('a- 
elfic) section covers the rest of «the 
country to the I'aciiic coast. Standard 
time is uniform inside each of these 
sections, and the tine of each section 
differs from that next to It by exactly 
one hour. Thus at 32 o'clock noon In 
New York cliy (eastern time) the time 
at Chicago (central time) fs 11 o'clock

KIER HARDIE IN INDIA. - 


Feared In London Mutiny, May Take 
* Form of Gigantic Strike. * 
Considerable apprehension is felt in 
London as to the result of Kier Har- 
die’s ebullitions on the inflammable 
temperaments of India. : 
The wordy Labor leader has told 
the natives of Bengal that conditions 
in India are worse than in Russia, 
and the atrocities committed there, if 
known in England would- provoke 
more horror than did the Turkish out- 
rages in Armenia.. 
All India, with its teeming millions, 
certainly had been disturbed during 
the last few months; there had been 
a long series of murderous ass:fults 
upon Europeans, and attempts had 
been made to corrupt the native 
troops. One authority, whose views 





has attracted considerable attention, 
makes-the prediction that, while there 
will be “‘no second Indian rising in 
our time, there is likely to be some- 


thing more dangerous and bafiling 

“The modert-weapon of revolut 
says thia authorify;—“is the strike. 
In one way caste is, strictly} speakinz. 
a fomn of trade union. There ate 
among the Hindoos the bakers’ czstc, 
the cooks’ caste, the washerman cast2, 
and so on. No baker may wash his 
own clothes; no washerman may pre- 
pare his own food. If the Hindoos 
become of the 
native army and the*whole business of 
India? Again, the telegraph, depart- 
ment is mostly Hindoo, and the pos- 
tal ‘service is entirely Hindoo.  In- 
deed, almost all the subordinate off- 
cials in India are Hindoo. No strike 
conceivable in England .could have 
half the effect as a caste strike in 
India. a : 

“The engine drivers are Parsecs, 
Eurasians, and Mohammedans, but 
everywhere else the Hindoo has in- 
creased. At jpresent the Mohamme- 
dans are numerically only a thir- 
teenth part of the subordinate offi- 
cials. This is the danger of the ser- 
vice—the vast predominance of the 
Hindoo—and if omens’ are true, he 
naturally will use his advantages 
while he can. When Chandra Pat was 
arrested, he said the time to strike 
had not yet come. He meant strike 
in both its meanings.”

The most ancient method of making 
ice is practiced Im. parts of India. 
Holes are made in the ground, ary

40 apparatus for absorbing the ¥Yapor 
of the water that {t was destred to cool 
or freeze. This apparatus greatly f2- 
cilitated the freezing operations of a 
vacuum freezing machine.

No motive for the murder and sui- | 
cide could vered. The police | 
who endeavored to ‘ascertain ‘whether 
financial troubles may have been the j 
cause, found in the room occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Whitley a check book 
on the rhecrs Trust Co., showing 
that all the funds were exhausted, 
tho last check having been drawn 
in payment of their hotel charges. 
The couple always lived lavishly, and 
thore is no real evidence of any busi- 
hess reverses. A cab driver who saw 
Whitley’s body, dressed only in paja- 
mas, lying on the sidewalk, gave the 
first news of the tragedy. An im- 
mediafe search of his apartment re- 
vealed the body of Mrs. Whitley 
stretched on the bed with two bullet 
holes through her head. She had evi- 
dently been shot while asleep, and 
there was nothing to indicate that she 
had ever regained consciousness. Af- 
ter the shooting, Whitley had ap- 
parently tried to write a note of ex- 
planation. On the dresser was found 
a blood-stained’ envelope, on which 
had been previously scrawled one or 
two words. 

From th€ appearanteot-the rooms, 
it is believed that Whitley then at- 
tempted to send a bullet through his 
own brain, using a hand mirror to 
aid him in directing ita course, but 
at the last minute lost his nerve and 
chose death in a dive to the street.

guilty. The decision was given soon 
after the defence suddenly terminat- 
ed its case. His honor granted an 
application for uppeal to the higher 
courts, and sentence was not passed, 
the defendants, Reid, O'Gorman, 
Wiley and Mulloy, being allowed 
their freedom on $5,000 bail each. 
His honor spoke for twenty min- 
utes. Just after he had read the in- 
dictments, he intimated that, as Mr. 
Johnston had argued well in the 


matter of the court’s jurisdiction, he- 


would allow the case to 
Court of Appeal. 

The faces of the four accused men 
immediately became grave. Reid and 
Wiley were plainly agitated.

Railway Commission’s Report. 
| The Railway Commisison has had

hundred and sixty persons were kill- 
ed and 603 injured. Forty-two of the 
killed were passengers and 212. em- 
ployes. Forty-one were killed at Iqyel 
crossings and 22 injured; trespassing, 
95 killed, 32 injured; derailment, 15 
and 102; working on track, 46 and 
29: head-on ‘collisions, 44 and 109;

found on track, 61; switching, 29. 

Eight Millions Expended. 

The third report of the transcon- 
tinental Railway Commission covers 
the fiscal period of nine months end- 
ed March 31, 1907. The total expen- 
diture for work done under the com- 
mission was $8,147,4H.63, of which 
$5,537,867.50 is credited to the fiscal 
period covered by the report. The 
cost of the headquarters ~ staff was 
$106,191.03; for ign of the 
line, $555,896.24; for transport ser- 
vice, $225,920.59, and for-actual con- 
struction, $4,589,859.64. 

In district F., north’ of Kenora, 17 
persons were killed and 26 injured. 
District Engineer Hodgins reporting 
that the accidents were mainly due 
to carelessness of the men in hand- 
ling dynamite and to some extent to 
liquor being in the camps.

The Annuity Bill. * * 


The bill in regard to old age an- 
nuities is about the same as that Sir 
Richard Cartwright laid before the 
Senate last session. The object of the 
bill is to encotrage the opening up 
of savings accounts by the working 
classes, so that they may have pro- 
vision for old , say at the age "of 
60. If a man begins paying at 20 
years an annual contribution of $13, 
he will be entitled to $120 a year 
when he reaches 60, or if the payment 
iq deferred until he reaches 66, then 
he can have $290 a year. Payments 
will be made for annuities in the lo- 
cal postoffice, and the Government 
will allow interest thereon, com- 
pounded half-yearly, at 3. 1-2 or 4 per 
cent. 

The Government will undertake the 
business of manggement, and pay- 
ment of annuitic® will be guaranteed 
by the whole credit of the Dominion. 
The annuities will not be subject to 
seizure for debt or any other cause 
and will not be transferable. No an- 
nuity can be taken for more than 
$400 a year. :
